# 
5 Enemy Jets 


In 2 Air Fights 


TOKYO (£*) — American war­ 
planes shot down five enemy jets, 
probably destroyed two more and 
damaged 15 today in two roaring air 
fights over northwest Korea. 


All American planes came safely 
ou t of the battles. 


One of the thu nderou s clashes was 
the biggest jet fight in history. It 
involved 152 jet planes—80 Ru ssian- 
made MIG-15s and 72 American 
F-86s and F-84s—and abou t 40 B- 
29 mediu m bombers. 


On the grou nd, two Chinese di­ 
visions pu lled back su ddenly and 
mysteriou sly on the central front. 
American troop* pu shed cau tiou sly 
ahead in their wak e against no op­ 
position. 


The two Red divisions Wednesday 
bitterly opposed Allied crossings of 
the Hanta river sou th of Chorwon. 


Bu t they brok e contact Wednes­ 
day night. 
Sou th Korean troops on the east 
coast stabbed 26 miles into north 
Korea in the deepest Redland pene­ 
tration of the cu rrent United Na­ 
tions drive. 
In history's biggest jet battle, the 
80 MIGs swooshed ou t of Red Man­ 
chu ria against 72 U. S. jets flying 
cover for 30 to 40 U. S. B-29 Su per­ 
forts. The B-29® dropped 300 tons 
of bombs on the vital railroad bridge 
across the Yalu river between An- 
tu ng, 
Manchu ri, 
and 
Sinu iju u , 
Korea. 
A B-29 gu nner brou ght down a 
third Red jet. B-29s also damaged 
another Red jet . 
Two B-29s were damaged bu t 
landed safely in Korea. The second 
air battle flared later Thu rsday in 
the center of “MIG Alley” between 
Sinu iju and Sinanju . In this ac­ 
tion 15 Commu nist jets attack ed 12 
American Sabre jets. 
The Sabre6 shot down two Red 
jets and probably destroyed an­ 
other. 
Other Allied planes in 672 flights 
reported more tnan 500 Reds k illed 
or wou nded Thu rsday, the great­ 
est claim against troops in the past 
three week s. Hie fighters strafed 
troop colu mns of 5,000 soldiers near 
Anak and 1,000 Reds, near Chaery- 
ong.

The NPA mak es its decisions on 


su ch new bu ilding according to pu b* 
lie convenience and necessity and 
grants permission to u se constru c­ 
tion materials only insofar as the 
u se will not interfere with the war 
effort. 
“The Greenbrae Shopping Center 
is a part of ou r overall commu nity 
plan. Becau se of carefu l planning 
providing park ing facilities for more 
than 1,500 cars we have reason to 
feel that we can attract the better 
stores,” stated Niels Schu ltz, Jr., 
president of Schu ltz Co.. 
“This will give the Marin cou nty 
residents the facilities at home for 
which they now have to leave the 
cou nty, thu s leaving payrolls and 
earnings in the cou nty. 
“The stores will have a wide set­ 
back from Sir Francis Drak e Bou le­ 
vard, eliminating interference with 
highway traffic. Plans to this end 
are now being coordinated with the 


requ irements of the cou nty plan­ 
ning commission. 
“With Greenbraes shopping cen­ 
ter established, and a considerable

An engineering report on the Bel­ 
vedere sewer system was discu ssed 
and tak en into consideration by the 
Belvedere city cou ncil last night.

Mayor S. Y. Warner, Jr. pointed 
ou t that the system is adequ ate u n­ 
der average conditions and that the 
changes ire necessary to tak e care 
of u nu su al demands on the system.

Permission to construct $250,000 
worth of buildings at the Green­ 
brae shopping center has been asked 
by the Schultz Co. of the Natoinal 
Production Authority, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
The new construction would in­ 
clude a large super mafket and six 
other stores, with a total floor space 
of 20,200 square feet. 
Preliminary plans for the shop­ 
ping center were recently completed. 
Final plans are now being made. 
The application to NPA covers only 
a part of the* first unit which will 
be built progressively to fill the 
neighborhood need as permission is 
granted. 
Once the NPA grants the Schultz 
Co. permission to start shopping 
center building, construction would 
begin in two or three months. 
The NPA makes its decisions on 


such new building according to pub­ 
lic convenience and necessity and 
grants permission to use construc­ 
tion materials only insofar as the 
use will not interfere with the war 
effort. 
“The Greenbrae Shopping Center 
is a part of our overall community 
plan. Because of careful planning 
providing parking facilities for more 
than 1,500 cars we have reason to 
feel that we can attract the better 
stores,” stated Niels Schultz, Jr., 
president of Schultz Co.. 
“This will give the Marin county 
residents the facilities at home for 
which they now have to leave the 
county, thus leaving payrolls and 
earnings in the county. 
“The stores will have a wide set­ 
back from Sir Francis Drake Boule­ 
vard, eliminating interference with 
highway traffic. Plans to this end 
are now being coordinated with the 


requirements of the county plan­ 
ning commission. 


“With Greenbrae s shopping cen­ 
ter established, and a considerable 
number of stores now in Kentfield, 
we feel that another center at Kent- 
dale at the foot of Wolfe Grade 
(locating three centers within ap­ 
proximately one mile) would be con* 
trary to the good planning, estab­ 
lished by the planning commission 
over former years. 


“We cannot help but agree with 
the residents of that area and other 
interested parties that adding 'an­ 
other center in such close proximity 
to those now existing would be a 
serious mistake. It would make it 
difficult for either one to attract 
the better stores; it would be detri­ 
mental to the adjoining residential 
area which had developed over the 
years on the basis of the existing 


single-family zoning; It would cre­ 
ate a serious traffic problem in the 
area; and it would interfere with 
the commission's master road plan 
extending Wolfe Grade.” 
The new super market would have 
a total floor space of 125,000 square 
feet. 
The other stores range in 
store front size from 15 to 30 feet 
and include a drug store. 
The cost of this first building pro­ 
gram is estimated exclusive of land 
and parking. The complete center 
will represent an investment of 
$4,000,000. 
The center is being designed for 
“customer convenience” with plans 
for the architecture type to embody 
a Marin theme. Plans have been 
worked out by Seward Mott, na­ 
tionally known planning engineer 
and land planner, and Omen and 
Kummeck, store and shopping cen­ 
ter designers.

ria l serv ices fo r Fra nklin D. Ro o sev elt, o n the 
six th a nniv ersa ry o f F. D. R. s dea th. 
This jux ta po sitio n o f ev ents bring s to mind 
the impo rta nce o f so me o f F. D. R.'s qua lities 
a nd underlines the deficiencies o f Ha rry 
Truma n. 
While we a re no t a mo ng tho se who lo o ked 
upo n F.D .R . a s so me so rt o f indispensa ble 
sa int, we nev ertheless perceiv ed in him two 
principa l qua lities essentia l fo r success in the 
jo b o f hea ding up this na tio n o f o urs. 
In the first pla ce, he wa s blessed withnhe 
qua lities o f lea dership. 
He wa s a ble to per­ 
sua de g rea t numbers o f peo ple to a g ree with 
his v iews o n a ny co ntro v ersia l questio n. 
During so me sessio ns o f Co ng ress, fo r in­ 
sta nce, the Demo cra tic ma jo rity wa s trimmed 
to such a n ex tent tha t suppo rt fro m the 
G .O.P. side o f the Ho use wa s necessa ry to 
insure ea sy a do ptio n o f so me o f the leg isla tio n 
he a dv o ca ted.

“Th e way I figu re it," h e said 
again, “is th at most of wh at we 
believe in is doomed. Particu larly 
th e female sex is doomed." 
“Wh y?" I mu rmu red, 
f e e l ing 
pretty male-like and th erefore still 
pretty important. 
“WELL," HE SAID, “wh en I was 
you ng I was tau gh t to believe in 
th e permanence of property, th e 
valu e of money and th e sanctity 
of women. 
“Wh at h as h appened? Property 
is now a transient th ing, money 
h as become as fickle and u npre­ 


dictable as th e weath er. And all 
I h ave left to pu t my ch ildh ood 
faith in is my firm Idealism in 
th e frail female mind. Bu t th at is 
as th e du sty beau tifu l scales on a 
bu tterfly's wing.

“THE SCIENTISTS HAVE in­ 
vented—or can invent—mach ines 
able to sew on a man's bu ttons, 
cook h im a meal, pick h im a tele­ 
vision program and tell h im h is 
mistakes In life." 
I mu rmu red th u t all th is migh t 
be a blessing. 
“You miss th e wh ole point," h e 
said. “Ou r mach ine-made brains 
h ave made it u nnecessary for a 
man to h ave a wife to tell h im 
wh at to do. Th ey h ave made it 
u nnecessary for a h u sband to h ave 
a wife to tell h im wh en h e is 
wrong. Th e mach ine b r a i n h as 
created a situ ation wh ere h u man 
beings no longer h ave to take care 
of each oth er. It h as redu ced th em 
to th e task of taking care of th e 
mach ine th at takes care of th em." 
I asked h im if th at were too 
mu ch to be regretted.

WASHINGTON—It may be, as 
Speaker of th e Hou se Sam Ray­ 
bu rn broadly h inted'in h is h air- 
raising statements in th e Hou se, 
th at Soviet inervention in Korea, 
th e prelu de to a th ird world war, 
is imminent. Bu t th ere is no 
really new or really firm evidence 
th at th is is so. And th ere are 
reasons for believing th at Ray­ 
bu rn was consciou sly employing 
a sort of sh ock treatment, in 
order to pu nctu re th e complacency 
wh ich , as h e said, is “lu lling th e 
American people to sleep.” 
Th is complacency, wh ich you 
can almost smell on Capitol Hill, 
now worries responsible leaders 
like Raybu rn as mu ch as th e fear 
of immediate war. One trou ble 
certainly is th at no national lead­ 
er h as yet really spelled ou t, in 
terms of money spent, arms pro­ 
du ced and men at work, th e tru e 
natu re of th e long and terribly 
h ard task wh ich lies ah ead, if 
Soviet imperialism is not to tri­ 
u mph . 


YET THERE EXISTS & de­ 
tailed, well th ou gh t-ou t program, 
with a single objective — so to 
strength en th e free world th at 
th e Soviets will not be tempted 
to risk war, even wh en th ey h ave 
bu ilt a decisive stockpile of atomic 
bombs. 
It is worth trying to u nderstand 
ju st wh at th is program is. For, 
if th ere is no war, or if Congress 
does not invite war by h acking 
it to pieces, th is long-range plan 
will set th e wh ole pattern of life 
in th is cou ntry for th e next th ree 
or fou r years. 
Th e timetable for recreating 
strength is as follows:. 
* 
By Ju ne 30, 1951, th e end of th e 
present fiscal year, Congress will 
h ave appropriated $57,000,000,000 
for rearmament, inclu ding fo­ 
reign military aid, according to 
present plans. Yet th is great su m 
of money will not and can not 
resu lt in an immediate compar­ 
able increase in armed strength . 
Only abou t $12,000,000,000 can be 
spent for arms and for oth er 
ggods wh ich th e free world mu st 
h ave to su rvive, simply becau se 
It takes time to get American 
defense produ ction, slowed to a 
crawl in th e Joh nson era, into 
h igh gear. Even so, by th is su m­ 
mer, . 7,000,000 
Americans 
will 
eith er be in u niform or directly 
engaged in defense work. 


PLANS CALL FOR th e appropri­ 
ation of anoth er $66,000,000,000 
lor American and Eu ropean de­ 
fense by th e end of fiscal 1952. 
By th is time, defense produ ction 
will be h itting its stride, and al­ 
most $40,000,000,000 of th is money 
wÚl be translated I nt o defense 
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goods, from B-36a to ch ow for th e 
GIs. Almost j:i,000,000 people will 
be engaged in national defense. 
By Ju ne 30, 1953, some $60,000,- 
000,000 more will h ave been ap­ 
propriated, well over 11,000,000 
Americans will be working to 
strength en ou r defenses, and a 
fu ll $50,000,000,000 of war goods 
will come ou t of th e mach ines. 
After th is, according to th e pro­ 
gram, th e leve ling-off period will 
begin. In fiscal 1954, appropria­ 
tions of $40,000,000,000 will pro­ 
du ce almost th e same valu e in war 
goods, becau se of carryovers from 
previou s years. 
By 1955, th is 
cou ntry and its allies will h ave 
reach ed a really formidable level 
of military strength . 


THEN IT WILL no longer be a 
qu estion of a rapid bu ild-u p, bu t 
rath er of maintaining th e strength , 
wh ich h as been bu ilt. Defense ap­ 
propriations of $35,000,000,000 a 
year, wh ich th is cou ntry's economy 
can carry qu ite easily, and th e pro­ 
du ction of abou t $20,000,000,000 
of defense goods yearly, sh ou ld 
th en be enou gh . 
Th u s th is plan for preventing 
war by removing from th e Soviets 
th e temptation to make war calls 
for th e spending of a staggering 
$260,000,090,000 by 1955 for rearm­ 
ament pu rposes alone. Even th is 
may not be enou gh to ach ieve th e 
object. 
Yet su rely it is s h e e r 
ch u ckle-h eaded nonsense to talk 
as th ou gh a temporary bu dg e t 
su rplu s of $2,000,000,000 or $3,000,- 
000,000 gives grou nds for complac­ 
ency. Su rely it is insanity to 
talk as th ou gh th is sort of pro­ 
gram cou ld be overlaid on a boom­ 
ing economy with ou t very h igh 
taxes, th e most painfu l controls, 
and a tremendou s national effort. 


THE TROUBLE IS th at almost 
no one, to ju dge from th e present 
mood of Congress, is willing to 
make th is sort of effort, despite 
th e fact th at u nited, self-disciplin­ 
ed exertion by th is cou ntry and 
its allies, for a painfu l period of 
th ree or fou r years, cou ld lead to 
a better time. It cou ld lead to a 
time wh en th e effort cou ld be 
somewh at relaxed, wh en th e im­ 
mensely su perior power of- th e 
free, world wou ld deter th e Krem­ 
lin from fu rth er a dve n t u r e s , 
wh en th e world cou ld breath e a 
little freely again. It is for su ch 
a time th at ali men long.r 
Yet President Tru man, wh at­ 
ever h is virtu es, seems constitu ­ 
tionally incapable of inspiring th e 
h ope wh ich a great national effort 
need? to feed u pon. 
Th u s it h as apparently become 
necessary to u se constant applica­ 
tions of sh ock treatment, like 
spu rs in th e flanks of a balky old 
h orse, in order to persu ade th e 
Congress and th e cou ntry to do 
wh at mu st be done. 


Public Confidence Shaken As 
Truman Starts Sevénth Year

WASHINGTON (fl*) — President 
Tru man h as been in th e Wh ite 
Hou se exactly six years today. 
Th ey h ave been tremendou s years, 
as tou gh as any President ever 
faced. How h as h e made ou t? 
Th is can only h it some h igh 
spots. 
Wh en h e su cceeded President 
Roosevelt, th e war was still on in 
E u r op# and Asia. He led th e 
cou ntry to peace in both places 
and th en into th e reconversion to 
peace and th e greatest prosperity 
th e cou ntry ever h ad. 


NOW HE IS LEADING th e 
cou ntry back into a period of pre- 
nimlness for war. Wh en h e en­ 
tered th e Wh ite Hou se six years 
ago h e h ad great popu lar su pport. 
Now th e polls say h is popu larity 
h as slipped away down. 
It is not th e first time h is pop­ 
u larity slipped. It h it a low back 
in 1946 elections wh en th e Re­ 
pu blicans won control of Congress 
for th e first time sinct 1932. 
He su rged back, wh en almost no 
one th ou gh t h e h ad a ch ance, to 
a stu nning victory in th e presi­ 
dential elections of 1948. He may 
come ou t of h is present slu mp. It 
wou ld be a stu rdy proph et wh o 
wou ld predict oth erwise. 
Bu t wh ile Mr. Tru man sat in th e 
Wh ite Hou se and th e cou ntry grew 
fat and rich after th e war, Com­ 
mu nism spread like a flame in 
oth er parts of th e world. Du ring 
th e war abou t 190,000,000 were 
u nder Commu nism in Ru ssia. 
Now th e nu mber is abou t 735,- 
000,000 cou nting Ch ina, th e Satel­ 
lites and part of Korea. And at 
th is moment th is cou ntry and its 
Weston Allies are girding for 
wh at may be World War in with 
th e Commu nist Allies. 


WHETHER MR. TRUMAN, 
sh ort of war, cou ld h ave prevent­ 
ed th e spread of Commu nism any- 
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wh ere th at it h as taken over is, of 
cou rse, th e su bject of mu ch de­ 
bate, particu lsriy wh en Ch ina is 
involved. 
Bu t it may be a centu ry before 
th e h istorians, with th e benefit of 
records and th e perspective of 100 
years, can attempt to say with any 
au th ority th at Mr. Tru man cou ld 
h ave ch anged th e pictu re, sh ort of 
war. 
Certainly h e sparked th e Mar­ 
sh all Plan wh ich is credited in 
large part with not only stopping 
th e spread of Commu nism to 
Western Eu rope bu t even with 
pu sh ing it into retreat th ere. 
And u nder h is leadersh ip—by 
going to th e h elp of Greece and 
Tu rkey to stop Commu nism th ere 
—th is cou ntry broadened its anc­ 
ient Monroe Doctrine (protecting 
only th e western h emisph ere) and 
entered th e rede of world ch amp­ 
ion. 
Mr. Tru man expanded th at role 
by leading th e cou ntry into th e 
Atlantic Pact, th at Leagu e of 
Western Nations wh ich h ave 
banded togeth er an d pledged 
th emselves to go to war if Com­ 
mu nism attacks. 
In th is h e h ad th e backing of 
th e cou ntry, since th e Senate ap­ 
proved th e pact and only last week 
approved pu tting six American di­ 
visions into th e Atlantic Pact's In­ 
ternational Army. 
(Bu t h e su ffered a rebu ff from 
th e Senate last week wh en it said 
it wanted h im to get Congress* 
okay before h e commits any more 
American troops to Eu rope.) . 


HE PUSHED THE NEW Ameri­ 
can role of world ch ampion in 
Asia, too, wh en h e ru sh ed Ameri­ 
can troops into Korea to stop 
Commu nism th ere. Th at h as been 
a see-saw figh t, with th e ou tcome 
still u ncertain, and over mu ch 
confu sion now abou t ou r goal 
th ere.

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BRAKES DON'T SLOW US MUCH 
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It is ironic that Prcfident Truman should 
oust General MacArthur on the eve of memo­ 
rial services for Franklin D. Roosevelt, on the 
sixth anniversary of F. D. R/s death. 
This juxtaposition of events brings to mind 
the importance of some of F. D. R.’s qualities 
and underlines the deficiencies of Harry 
Truman. 
While we are not among those who looked 
upon F.D.R. as some sort of indispensable 
saint, we nevertheless perceived in him two 
principal qualities essential for success in the 
job of heading up this nation of ours. 
In the first place, he was blessed with'the 
qualities of leadership. He was able to per­ 
suade great numbers of people to agree with 
his views on any controversial question, 
During some sessions of Congress, for in­ 
stance, the Democratic majority was trimmed 
to such an extent that support from the 
G.O. P. side of the House was necessary to 
insure easy adoption of some of the legislation 
he advocated. This support he almost always 
was able to attract—proof of his qualities of 
leadership. 
The other essential requirement, as we see 
it, is for the head of a nation to be able to 
devise a plan to solve any given problem facing 
the nation. The plan must be comprehensive 
and positive. It must be a plan for accomplish­ 
ing something, for getting somewhere. 
Now we don't mean to imply that we con­ 
sistently agreed with F. D. R/s planning. That 
isn’t the 'point. The point is, rather, that he 
always had a bold plan for dealing with the 
problems at hand. 
Contrast these two traits of F.D.R.’s make-up 
with Harry Truman’s ineptness.. 
Time and again Truman has rowed with 
his subordinates and wound up firing them in 
a rage of bitterness. 
During most of his seven years in office he 
has had a substantial Democrat majority in 
the Congress, yet he hasn't been able to «attract 
consistent support there, even from members 
of his own party. 
He has shown almost a complete lack of the 
leadership ability which was F. D. R/s. 
And his plans for meeting the problems 
confronting the nation have been muddled by 
vacillation. One.minute we are getting tough 
with Russia, for instance, and the next minute 
we are censuring people who talk roughly to 
the Reds. 


We stood idly by while the Reds gobbled 
up China* but raced to the side of the South 
Koreans when Red aggression struck there. 
He has blown hot and cold not only on 
various international proposals, but likewise 
on domestic issues. 
Unlike F. D. R., then, he has demonstrated 
his inability to formulate a positive plan of 
action for combatting the nation’s problems. 
He hasn't, for instance, ever come up with a 
long-range comprehensive plan for meeting the 
Red menace throughout the world and insur­ 
ing peace. The United States emerged from 
World Wat II as potential leader of all the 
nations of the world. Thanks to Mr. Truman 
we have failed to provide that leadership. 
Now what has all this to do with the firing 
of Gen. MacArthur? 
Simply this: 
In the absence of a “master plan for achiev­ 
ing world peace” from Washington, Gen. 
MacArthur obviously saw things through the 
eyes of a military man. 
No one can question that he felt a deep 
responsibility for maintaining our nation’s 
position in the Far East, and that maintaining 
that position has considerable to do with 
whether we are eventually able to successfully 
meet the Communist threat to the free world. 
Since Washington provided no leadership 
in the struggle and didn’t have any positive 
plan for securing world peace, MacArthur did 
what any patriotic American should do; he 
spoke out strongly in favor of his ideas and 
against those with which he did not agree. 
Unfortunately, he was a military man, sub­ 
ordinate to his commander-in-chief. When 
subordinate disagrees with commander, there’s 
nothing to do but dismiss the subordinate. 
Had ?. D. R. been in Truman’s predicament, 
he most certainly would have (1) been able to 
obtain Gen. MacArthur’s support through his 
rare qualities of leadership and (2) he would 
most certainly have had a bold, positive plan 
for seeking world peace. 
And he would have been able to keep the 
world’s most remarkable soldier in the service 
of his country instead of facing the uncertain 
future without the benefit of MacArthur's 
military genius. 


Congress -''Balky Old 
Horse’ - Needs Shock 
Treatment Regularly

WASHINGTON—It may be, as 
Speaker of the House Sam Ray- 
bum broadly hinted in his hair- 
raising statements in the House, 
that Soviet inervention in Korea, 
the prelude to a third world war, 
is imminent.

And there are 
reasons for believing that Ray- 
bum was consciously employing 
a sort of shock treatment, In 
order to puncture the complacency 
which, as he said, Is "lulling the 
American people to sleep.”

Y ET THERE EXISTS a de­ 
tailed, well thought-out program, 
with a single objective — so to 
strengthen the free world that 
the Soviets will not be tempted 
to risk war, even when they have 
built a decisive stockpile of atomic 
bombs. 
It is worth trying to understand 
just what this program is. For, 
if there is no war, or if Congress 
does not invite war by hacking 
it to pieces, this long-range plan 
will set the whole pattern of life 
in this country for the next three 
or four years. 
The timetable for recreating 
strength is as follows:.

Jiowever, we should be very naive 
if we thought Russia was the only 
country h a v i n g such a system. 
Every major nation in the world- 
including our own—has its agents 
at home and abroad. Deputy Pre­ 
mies Matyas Rakosi of Hungary 
a year ago paid us the compliment 
of claiming that America main­ 
tains "the greatest spying organ­ 
ization in the world.” 
LET US HOPE Rakosi is correct, 
because there’s plenty of work to 
be done by counter - Intel! egence 
agents. You will recall that not 
long ago America, C a n a d a and 
Britain made a concerted drive 
against Red spies with startling re­ 
sults. 
Scores of FBI agents, working 
with the British and Canadians, 
spent months in putting together 
bits of Information from all sorts 
of sources to complete the picture. 
One outcome was the arrest of 
Dr. Klaus Fuchs, top B r i t i s h 
atomic scientist, on FBI informa­ 
tion. He was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to 14 years imprisonment 
in England. 
Counter-intelligence agents these 
days have to be not only smart 
and brave, but they must have 
careful training. Counter-espionage 
no longer is merely a Mata Hari 
affair of tricking the diplomat in­ 
to giving up deep secrets to the 
beauteous girl—although of course 
women are employed in the service. 


CANDIDATES FOR employment 
as intelligence agents are carefully 
selected, and screened to determine 
their special qualifications. A can­ 
didate who, for instance, s^ms at 
foreign service, must have one or 
more foreign languages. French is 
the most useful since it is recog­ 
nized as the general language of 
diplomacy and can be used in the 
capitals of many countries. 
However, c o u n t e r intelligence 
isn’t by any means confined to 
diplomatic and govefnmental af­ 
fairs. More often than not the 
agent will find his task in muni­ 
tions plants and other vital in­ 
dustries among the ordinary work­ 
ers. He labors among the "little 
people” rather than the diplomats 
or government employees, but he 
may ferret out valuable industrial 
information. 
The candidate actually goes to 
school to prepare for his work. 
Say he is assigned to a certain in­ 
dustry. He first must learn tech­ 


nical details so that he can talk 
intelligently about the work and 
not give himself away by saying 
the wrong thftig. His instructora 
are experts in the industry in­ 
volved. 
THERE ARE EXAMINATION» 
from time to time.. In the case J f 
candidates for foreign service, the 
exams frequently are in the lan- 
gauge the agents are supposed to 
know, and the questions ara an­ 
swered in that language. 
The counter - intelligence agenl 
who gets caught is out of luck. Tht 
penalty is imprisonment or death. 
In the Russian satellite s t a t e s 
great numbers of "spies” have been 
sent to prison or have been ex­ 
ecuted. And of course there is 
much the same story in the Far 
East. 
The p resence of Communis! 
agents in Yugoslavia is a natural 
development, especially in view of 
the bitter feud between Marshal 
Tito and Moscow.

TOYKo —(¡F) — A move b y the 
Japanese government to pu rchase 
national treasu res and so relieve 
their private owners of the b u rden 
of maintaining them ha s fallen 
throu gh. The treasu res are too ex­ 
pensive. Cu ltu re-loving Japan has 
a system of preserving places, ob ­ 
jects and the like for posterity b y 
declaring them “national treasu res." 
The owners are made responsib le 
for them and cannot sell, pawn or 
alter them. 
Bu t some owners protested again­ 
st the economic b u rden that accom­ 
panied the honor of owning su ch 
a treasu re. 
So the government 
created a cu ltu re property safe 
gu arding committee and appropri­ 
ated $60,000 for pu rchases. Xm 
mediately, 130 owners of treasu res 
applied. Their evalu ations totalled 
$325,000. 
National treasu res vary 
from immense tracts of land to a 
tiny tea cu p.. 
The committtee has annou nced 
it will accept no fu rther offers. It 
noted it was not qu estioning the 
worth of articles su b mittted — b u t 
that they were ju st too expensive.

Too Expensive 
TOYKO —(¿P) — A move by the 
Japanese government to purchase 
national treasures and so relieve 
their private owners of the burden 
of maintaining them h a s fallen 
through. The treasures are too ex­ 
pensive. Culture-loving Japan has 
a system of preserving places, ob­ 
jects and the like for posterity by 
declaring them "national treasures/* 
The owners are made responsible 
for them and cannot sell, pawn or 
alter them. 
But some owners protested again­ 
st the economic burden that accom­ 
panied the honor of owning such 
a treasure. 
So the government 
created a culture property s a f e ­ 
guarding committee and appropri­ 
ated $60,000 for purchases, im­ 
mediately, 130 owners of treasures 
applied. Their evaluations totalled 
$325,000. 
National treasures vary 
from immense tracts of land to a 
tiny tea cup.. 
The committtee has announced 
it will accept no further offers. It 
noted it was not questioning the 
worth of articles submittted — but 
that they were just too expensive.

Countless Lives Have Been 


Saved By Blood Transfusions 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
Our ability to give blood trans­ 
fusions—a fairly recent achieve­ 
ment—has enabled us to save count­ 
less lives. Blood is a life-saving 
medicine, and there are numerous 
other Instances where it can be used 
to speed recovery in connection 
with other measures. 


Everyone is familiar with its use 
in army hospitals to save battle- 
wounded soldiers, but there is less 
widespread knowledge of its great 
value In conditions affecting child- 
dren. Even in earliest infancy there 
are conditions which make blood 
transfusions extremely necessary. In 
one of these, known as erythro­ 
blastosis, there Is such a decrease in 
the red blood cells that it may even 
be necessary to replace all of the 
blood by transfusion. Several other 
unusual types of anemia that occur 
in infants are best treated by trans­ 
fusions which, in many of these 
cases, are life-saving. The ordinary 
anemia, duo to iron deficiency, does 
not, as a rule, call for blood trans­ 
fusions. 


ABNORMAL BLEEDING 
The same type of procedure Is 
called for in diseases where there 
is abnormal bleeding or faulty com­ 
position of the blood. 
Sometimes, bleeding may occur 
because of the lack of a substance

In premature infants, Injections 
of whole blood or the fluid part of 
the • blood known as plasma may 
have good effects, particularly if the 
infant is not gaining weight satis­ 
factorily. 
Blood transfusions are extremely 
important in 
the treatment of 
bums, and have been found valu­ 
able in a kidney disorder known as 
nephrosis, in which a great deal of 
albumin is excreted in the urine. 
In each case, thr physician will 
decide how much blood to employ 
and how often to give the trans­ 
fusions.

Dr. Warren L. Bostick, president 
of the medical association in Ma­ 
rin, declared that from a doctor’s 
v iewpoint the work of the cancer 
society is essential in continuing 
to improv e America’s health stan­ 
dards.

“ Two-thirds of the cancer deaths 
in the United States last y ear mig ht 
not hav e occurred had the cancer 
been detected in time,” Dr. Bos­ 
tick said. “ Only throug h the educa­ 
tional prog ram of the A. C. S. in 
telling of the sev en dang er sig nals 
can the? people be put on g uard 
ag ainst cancer. If this prog ram is 
» not continued and ex panded, thou­ 
sands more will die needlessly ev ery 
y ear.” 
Dr. Bostick had special words of 
praise for another phase of the 
A. O. S. educational prog ram which 
keeps doctors themselv es abreast of 
the latest dev elopments in cancer 
control. “ Doctors are among the 
busiest people in the community 
these day s,” he said. Most of us 
simply do not hav e sufficient time 
to pour ov er the thousands of pag es 
of new reference material published 
monthly . Howev er, the cancer so­ 
ciety bulletins and monthly public 
cation ‘G. A.’ bring us up to date 


Bone, superv isor of curriculum, in­ 
cluded a request for a teaching v ice 
principal to assist C. G. Herkner, 
principal of E street' school.

The 
fig ure is obtained by assuming a 
kinderg arten enrollment similar to 
this y ear’s and merely prog ressing 
upward each g rade enrollment for 
the current y ear. 
Between Oct. 31, 194J, and Oct. 
31, 19 50, the increase in the ele­ 
mentary g rades was 117, nearly 12 
per cent. An increase of 12 per cent 
based on those figures would ap­ 
prox imate 135. 
Bone said- a g rowth fg ctor en 
tering into the need was the larg e 
housing projects in suburban areas 
north of San Rafael, which would 
bring a potential additional in­ 
crease in the kinderg arten to fifth 
g rade of about 130 pupils.

Dr. Warren L. Bostick, president 
of the medical association in Ma­ 
rin, declared that from a doctor’s 
viewpoint the work of the cancer 
society is essential in continuing 
to improve America’s health stan­ 
dards.

“Two-thirds of the cancer deaths 
in the United States last year might 
not have occurred had the cancer 
been detected in time,” Dr. Bos­ 
tick said. “Only through the educa­ 
tional program of the A. C. S. in 
telling of the seven danger signals 
can the? people be put on guard 
against cancer. If this program is 
not continued and expanded, thou­ 
sands more will die needlessly every 
year” 
Dr. Bostick had special words of 
praise for another phase of the 
A. O. S. educational program which 
keeps doctors themselves abreast of 
the latest developments in cancer 
control. “Doctors are among the 
busiest people in the community 
these days,” he said. Most of us 
simply do not have sufficient time 
to pour over the thousands of pages 
of new reference material published 
monthly. However, the cancer so­ 
ciety bulletins and monthly publi­ 
cation ‘G. A.’ bring us up to date 


quickly through a concise and com­ 
plete analysis of the latest develop­ 
ments. 
“The Marin branch of the A.MA. 
is proud of the fact that so many 
of its members have volunteered to 
work with the cancer society in Ma­ 
rin and to serve voluntarily on the 
newly formed tumor board which 
meets regularly to discuss cancer 
cases brought before it by doctors 
of the county,” Dr. Bostick con­ 
cluded.

Choir Sings Tonight 


In The 5th Day

The brief concert by the choir 
will be preceded by the fourth mis­ 
sion message of Dr. Donald Harvey 
Tippett, nationally known bishop of 
the Methodist church, San Francis­ 
co areá.

Bone, supervisor of curriculum, in­ 
cluded a request for a teaching vice 
principal to assist C. G. Herkner, 
principal of E street' school. Al­ 
though the board recommended the 
hiring of all other personnel named 
in the report, it tabled the recom­ 
mendation for a vice-principal and 
part-time teacher for E street, after 
lengthy discussion. 
Boyd pointed out that with eight 
periods a day at E street, and with 
each teacher in charge of seven 
teaching periods and one study hall 
a day, that the teachers’ load need­ 
ed to be lightened, not the prin­ 
cipal’s. There are 430 students at 
E street. Boyd stated the - school 
system was g e t t i n g “top heavy 
with administrators.” The matter 
was put off for decision at a future 
meeting.

Bone’s report on need for more 
teachers stated * normal growth 
would indicate an Increase in en­ 
rollment in the elementary schools 
of about 130 pupils by late fall. The 
figure is obtained by assuming a 
kindergarten enrollment similar to 
this year's and merely progressing 
upward each grade enrollment for 
the current year. 
Between Oct. 31, 1M?. and Oct. j 
31, 1950, the increase in the ele­ 
mentary grades was 117, nearly 12 
per cent. An increase of 12 per cent 
based on those figures would ap­ 
proximate 135. 
Bone said a growth factor en­ 
tering into the need was the large 
housing projects in suburban areas 
north of San Rafael, which would 
bring a potential additional in­ 
crease in the kindergarten to fifth 
grade of about 130 pupils.
